At Ellon and Massada, where 
similar plants, processing 25 
and 15 cu, metres per hour 
respectively, have been built by 
Mr. Schwartz, waters from 
Wadi Karkara and the Yar- 
mouk river are processed. In 
a few days. a fourth plant, 
costing IL 3000, ‘will be com- 
pleted at Degania “Aleph” ap- 
posite Lake Kinneret, and for 
the first time since its estabfish- 
ment over #0 years ago, the 
eettlement wil enjoy clean, 
eafe water at a turn of the 
tap. Typhoid. which used to 
dog the jsettlers who drank 
the Kintleret water, will de 
refegated as a bad memory. 

With the introduction of 
these purification plants, .settle- 
ments will no longer need to 
depend on wells. Anywhere sur- 
face water is available a plant 
can be instalied and clean 
water obtaired. Where there is 
no surface water, a reservoir 


can be constructed and winter 


rain water stored and guri- 
fied. This was done on a small 
scale at the Nebe Yusha 
police station during the Man- 
date At points where surface 
water would have to de 
brought from distant sources, 
steel pipes, expensive in foreign 
currency, will no longer be ne- 
cessary.
